KILN toimxo OF WOOD. 


Tbo Process as Worked in Different 


Sections of the Country. 


Drying IB an essential part of the 


preparation of wood manufacture. 
For a long time the only drying pro- 
cess used or known was air drying, 
or the exposure of wood to the grad- 
ual drying influence of the open air. 


In Indiana a hardwood region, the 


prevailing method of kiln-drying is 
based upon the use of steam pipes, 
which supply the dry heat required 
In the kiln. 
The pipes run on the 


floor of the kiln, and the lumber is 
placed over them. The radiated heat 
from the pipes dries the lumber. In 
Wisconsin soft-woods are more wide- 
ly manufactured and blower kilns 
are more generally used. 
In theso 


air is pumped by means of a circular 
fan through a steam coil and so 
heated, and then passed on to the 
chamber in which the lumber 
is 


piled. 
After passing through this 


chamber, the air is sometimes re- 
turned to be reheated and sometimes 
allowed to escape. 


Queer Drugs and Their Uses. 
"The venom of the rattlesnake has 


been known to cure locomotor ataxia 
and scarlet fever," said a chemist. 
''Homeopathic physicians often pre- 
scribe it. 


"You know the curara, the dead- 


ly poison that the South American 
Indians smear on their arrow tips? 
Well, ciirrara is very helpful In hy- 
drophobia. 


"There is.a seaweed called "blad- 


derwrack.' 
They make of this an 


antlfat. By the use of this antlfat I 
know a man who reduced his weight 
forty pounds in three, months. 


"There Is a deadly fungus, the fly 


agaric, which unfortunate 
peopla 


sometimes eat in mistake for mush- 
rooms. They make a medicine of the 
fly agaric, a medicine called mus- 
carln^e nitrate, which, Injected under 
the skin causes a copious flow o'f 
tears. French actresses, in weeping

Nobody unfamiliar with the Paci- 


fic Coast can realize In what enor- 
mous numbers 
salmon 
ure 
there 


caught. One dismisses with an In- 
creJulous laugh travelers' tales of the 
salmon jostling one another out of 
the crowded Fraser River In their 
haste to get up stream, an English- 
man all the time thinking of ths 
1'raser as like a Scotch salmon river. 


Though It ivuuld tuke a good, many 


dan to fill a Scotch river so full, yet 
even then it could not accommodate 
enough 10 keep one of the smaller 
Canadian canneries at work lor a 
"season. 


At one of these smaller canneries 


10,000 to 12,000 fish can be dealt 
with in a day In a busy season, and 
there are canneries, some of enor- 
i::ous capacity, all along the coast. 
In the States as well as iu Canada. 


Yet, in spite of the multitudes of 


fish taken there does not seem to bz 
any diminution in the numbers lefL 
The Dominion Government enforces 
close times strictly, says the Queen, 
and much is also done in fish hatch- 
eries to protect the young fish till 
'they grow, sizeable; salmon may be 
only netted for a few weeks in July 
and August. 


Even then there is a close time 


from 6 o'clock every Saturday morn- 
ing till 
G o'clock on Sunday night. 


H is a pretty sight on a Sunday, 
when the sun begins to dip. to see 
the fleet of fishing boats all out on 
the 
broad, smooth

walting to cast their nets the n'bmenr 
the C o'clock gun is fired at New 
Westminster. 
The fishermen are 


mostly Japanese. 


This is only one fishing ground 


out of many, and the Steveston can- 
neries on Puget Sound a few miles 
tram ride out of Vancouver City, 
though the largest in Canada, are by 
no means the only flourishing busi- 
neses of the kind. Steveton is quite 
a large town, a Chinatown in gre-i: 
part, for Chinamen and native liivll 
ans do most of the canning work. 
The Indian settlements are quite de- 
serted Iu the summer time, except 
for a few old women aud children, 
for every man, woman, or girl who 
can hold a knife is sure of employ- 
ment at the salmon canneries. 


In Vancouver in the canning sea- 


son it Is almost impossible to get ser- 
vants, for cooks are generally Chin- 
ese, and they like the change of em- 
ployment; besides, they earn high 
wajes and are sure of being we.'cor.i- 
:d back again when the salmon has 
gone down to the sea and the works 
are shut till next year.
